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Therefore, since McHugh et al. fails to teach or disclose a correction ink, including a 
coloring agent, monomer having two or more reactivity functional groups in one molecule, 
polymer and a solvent, wherein an amount of the solvent is from 25% by weight to 70% by 
weight of the whole ink, and a viscosity of the ink is from 40 to 300 mPa • sec, Applicants 
respectfully submit it does not anticipate or render obvious any of the pending claims. 

Applicants respectfully request favorable reconsideration of the claimed invention and 
early issuance of the Notice of Allowance.

In view of the foregoing, it is submitted that each of the claims 1-4 and 6-21 are now in 
condition for allowance and the Notice of Allowance thereof is respectfully requested to be 
issued.
